On Jan. 28, a group of eight 
senators, composed of four De- 
mocrats and four Republicans, 
put forw ard a proposal for com- 
prehensive immigration reform. 

Immigration has been an im- 
portant component of economic 
growth in America. This pro- 
posal is a first step toward a fu- 
ture where those who wish to 
become contributing members 
of our society are legally al- 
lowed to do so. 

The proposal contains four 
main points that target at updat- 
ing a clearly broken and out-of- 
date system. 

The First priority of the bipar- 
tisan push for immigration re- 
form is to “create a tough but 
fair path to citizenship.” • 

This part of the plan is pre- 
ceded by the need to secure our 
borders so that no more immi- 
grants are able to enter the coun- 
try illegally. 

The second item that the pro- 
posal addresses is the need to re- 
form the immigration system 
that our country is using. Cur- 
rently, foreigners studying at 
American universities and ob- 
taining degrees are not allowed 
to stay in the country. The pro- 
posed legislation sets out to 
change that and make permanent 
residency possible for those who 
complete PhD or Master’s de- 
grees in math, science, technol- 


ogy or engineering.

The prevailing thought among 
Republican strategists seems to 
be that tackling immigration will 
somehow win the hearts and 
minds of Hispanics. However, 
before Republicans embark on 
this experiment in policy diver- 
gence, they should take a look at 
the Pew Hispanic Research Cen- 
ter’s latest survey of Hispanics’ 
political preferences. There are 
many things to consider. 

First, legalizing the 11.1 mil- 
lion illegal immigrants living in 
this country probably will not re- 
sult in a sea change in the His- 
panic electorate. In fact, it might 
be counterproductive to the 
G.O.P.’s electoral ambitions.

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In the interest of public health 
and disease prevention, it may 
be easier to centralize student 
access to information and facili- 
tate access to comprehensive 
STD screenings. While there is 
information available in office 
and online to accommodate stu- 
dents, the offering of testing 
through different agencies is less 
than ideal. 

The relatively high cost of 
STD screenings overall, up- 
wards of S 1 ,000, and the neces- 
sary equipment and staff to 
provide testing may be obstacles 
to providing care. However, stu- 
dents are currently billed the 
cost of a regular doctor’s exam 
with health insurance for se 1 ec 
tive, rather than comprehensive, 
screenings of STDs on campus. 

Subsequently, students in an 


elevated risk group able to af- 
ford testing may have difficulty 
accessing it. Providing birth 
control services to students with- 
out comprehensive and reliable 
STD testing appears contradic- 
tory. Referring students to or- 
ganizations that provide service 
to underserved populations pri- 
marily as safety net providers is
